REVOLUTION IN THE CITY OF 


MEXICO. 


The fast sailing schooner Shamrock, 


Captain Alexander, arrived at Balti- 
more on Wednesday last, in twenty-two 
days from Tampico, bringing intelli- 
gence that a revolt had takan place in 
the City of Mexico, which was succeed- 
ed by a battle between the adherents of 
Guerrero, and the Government troops 
under Pedraza, the newly elected Pres- 
ident of the Republic of Mexico. 
The 


revolt, it appears, had its origin in the 
dissatisfaction felt by the friends of 
Guerrero at the election of his oppo- 
nent, Pedraza, to the Presidency. 
The 


Editors of the Baltimore American are 
indebted to an esteemed commercial 
friend for the following copy of a letter 
from the city of Mexico, which details 
the particulars of this event: 


"On the 30th of November, at night, 


Sigfilo for the usual pretext of expulsion 
of Spaniards was given, and the regi- 
ment of artillery, and one or two regi- 
ments ofmilitia, revolted. On the 1st of 
December, an action began in the sub- 
urbs, between the revolters and Govern- 
ment troops, and night only put a stop 
to the firing. On the second clay, at 
day break, the fight was renewed, and, 
after some hot work, the rebels advan- 
ced a few squares. 
All the convent 


tops were occupied by Government. 
On the third, the rebels lost three or 
four guns, and were forced back te 
their old posts. The loss on both sides 
was about equal—perhaps one or two 
hundred killed each day. 
Both sides 


fought with desperate valor, the action 
being carried on with cannon in the 
streets, and with musketry from the 
convents and house-tops. 
On the 4th 


Decemoer, the day was opened by an 
interchange of messages, and, as no- 
thing could be effected by these means, 
the fighting was renewed with greater 
violence. 
Atnoon, one convent surren- 


dercdjthrough a forged-order,purport- 
ing to come from the President, [Ped- 
raza] ; and the bells being immediately 
rung, a panic was spread through the 
Government troops. In three hours 
the victors ["rebels j were in possession 
of the Palace and all the convents, and 
then ihe canaille of the town, with the 
victorious soldiers, rushed to the Pari- 
an and portales, and a few other shops, 
and, in two hours, cleared ouiproperty 
estimaied at from three to five millions, 
and making no distinction between 
Spaniard and Mexican. The leaders of 
the insurgents were Garcia, who died of 
his wounds : Sorala ; the three Tolsas : 
uvc Frenchmen ; and another. 


"Guerrero arrived on the od day 


with fresh troops, and gave an impulse 
to the action which soon decided the 
contest. On the 4lh atsd 5th, Guerre- 
ro, and Zavala, took summar*. measures 
to stop the pillage, by shooting and 
cutting down ihe thieves,and they have 
since collected much of the property, 
except what the officers kept for them- 
selves, v.-hich would be the chief part. 
They profess to return ihe goods to the 
owners, but as this is impossible, it win 
go to the officers and troops. They 
are acting most wisely, ^^ trying to 
make up the Administration as nearly 
as it was before. It consists of the 
same President and MimsJerj,, except 
Pcdraza; but they cannot get ihe Con-

The. Public Lands.—A new question is 


agitated in the states containing the 
public lands, which would be very im- 
portant, if it did not rest, as we believe, 
on the most preposterous foundations. 
Those States have set up a claim to the 
whole of the public lands within their 
limits respectively i This seems to us 
even more absurd, than the profound 
cliscovei y, made about the same time in 
the south, that the power claimed and 
exercised by Congress \\ithout opposi- 
tion from the commencement of the 
government, to pass a protecting tariff, 
is unconstitutional. 
Whatever quib- 


bling, or technical, or demagogical 
ground for such a claim may be inge- 
niously invented, uo human being can 
suppose, that it ever was the intention 
of the United States, in any act perfor- 
med by them, or of the old States in 
which the lands formerly lay. to surren- 
der their right of soli in those lands to 
the new States. And as such a surren- 
der never entered the imagination of 
the parties, what can be more preposte- 
rous, than to attempt to enforce it on 
the United States by subtle implication 
and construction ! We ha\ e no appre- 
hension that such a claim "\\ili e\er be 
sustained by any disinterested court or 
other enlightened tribunal. It is grat- 
ifying to know, that tht- people by whom 
it is advanced are not likely to press it 
with the violence which has been exhi- 
bited in another quarter, but will yield 
to the decisions of the constitutional au- 
thorities. The following paragraphs 
contain our latest information on this 
subject: 


From the Indianapolis Journal. 


The Legislature of Illinois met at 


Vandaliaon the first of the present inst. 
A very able and voluminous message 
was communicated to it by Governor 
Edwards; in which he argues inge- 
niously and forcibly, if not conclusively, 
in favor of the State having a legitimate 
right to the soil. The same giound 
has been assumed by Mr. Head ricks, 
and with reasoning that would seem 
not easily resisted. Able repoits on 
this subject have also been nia.de in 
both branches of our Legislature—In 
the Senate by Gen. John Milroy, and in 
the House of Representatives by Mr. 
Levenworth—during their present sit- 
ting.

miles, the amount of work done is 
g567,286—making the whole amount 
of expenditures on the canal, from the 
commencement of the work, to the 1st 
of December last, 1,653,464. 
Of this 


sum, nearly six hundred thousand dollars 
have been disbursed for work done du- 
ring the past year. 


The commissioners, since their last 


report, have determined the location of 
the southern division of the canal—con- 
necting it with the Ohio. It was con- 
cerning this section, that the greatest 
difficulty, and diversity of opinion, ex- 
isted. 
At a full meeting of the board, 


held at Chillicothe, on the 10th of July, 
and "after full investigation of the sub- 
ject, in all its bearings, it was decided, 
that the canal be continued on the \vest 
side of the river (Scioto) to a point im- 
mediately opposite the narrow isthmus 
between the Scioto river and the Ohio, 
at the lower end of the town of Ports- 
mouth ; and that a cut be made through 
the isthmus—so as to form a direct 
communication between the termina- 
tion of the canal, and the Ohio river." 


The spirit of improvement, and pub- 


lic entcrprize, which displayed itself 
in the commencement of this important 
work, is still fresh and unfatigucd.— 
There is no doubt, that only a few sea- 
sons more will be necessary, for com- 
pleting the chain of water communica- 
tion between Lake Erie and the Ohio.

Transportation of Ihe Mutton the Sabbath. 
The Committee (o whom was referred 


the several petitions on the subject of 
mails on the Sabbath, or the 1st day 
of the week, REPORT: 
That some respite is required from 


the ordinary vocations of life, is'an es- 
tablished principle, sanctioned by the u- 
sages'ofull nations, whether Christian 
or Pagan. 
One day in seven has also 


been determined upon as the proportion 
of time; and in conformity with the 
wishes of the great majority of citizens 
of this country, thclirsi clay of the week,,, 
commonly called Sunday, has been set 
apart to that object. 
The principle 


has received the sanction of the national 
legislature, so far as to admit a suspen- 
sion of all public business ou, that day, 
except in cases of absolute necessity, or 
of great public utility. This principle 
the Committee would not wish to dis- 
turb. 
If kept within \ts legitimate 


sphere of action, no injury,can result 
from its observance. It should howev- 
er, be kept in mind that the proper'ob- 
ject of go\eminent is, to protect all 
persons in tbu enjoyment of their reli-•"- 
gious, as well as civil rights: and not 
to determine for any, whether they, 
shall esteem one day above another, or 
esteem all days alike holy. 


We are aware that a variety of senti- 


ment exists among the good"citizens 
of this nation on the subject of ttfe-Sab- 
bath day; and* our government is'de- 
signed for the protection of one as much 
as for another. 
The Jews, who,-in 


this country are as free as 'Christians, 
and entitled to the same protection from 
the laws, derive their obligation to keep 
the Sabbath day from the fourth com-" 
mandment of their decalogue, and in 
conformity with that injunction, pay 
religious homage to the seventh clay of 
ihe week, which we call Satjyrday.-^ 
One denomination of Christians.among 
us, justly celebrated for their piety, and 
certainly as good citizens as any "other 
class, agree with the Jews in the moral 
obligation of the sabbath, and observe 
the _same day. There are also many 
Christians among us who derive not 
their obligation to observe the Sabbath 
from the decalogues, but regard the 
Jewish Sabbath as abrogated. 
From 


the example of the Aposiies of Christ, 
they have chosen the first day of the 
week, instead of that day set apart iu 
the decalogue, for their religious devo- 
tions. These have geiseraliy regarded 
the observance of the day as a devotion- 
al exercise, and would not more readi- 
ly enlorce It upon others, than they 
would enforce secret prayer or devout 
meditations. 
Urging ihe fact, that 


neither their Lord or his disciples, 
though often censured by their accusers 
for u violation of the Sabbath, ever en- 
joined its observance, they regard it as 
a subject on which every person should 
be fully persuaded in his own mind, and 
not coerce others to act upon his per- 
suasion. 
Many Christians again differ 


from these, professing to derive their 
obligation to observe the sabbath from 
the fourth commandment of the Jewish 
decalogue, and bring the example of 
the Apostles, who appear to have held 
their public meetings on the first day 
of the week, as authority for so-far 
changing the decalogue, as to substi- 
tute that -day for the seventh." The 
Jewish government was a theocracy, 
which enforced religious observances"; 
and though the committee would hope 
that no portion of the citizens of oar 
country \vould willingly Introduce a 
system of religious coercion In our 
civil institutions, the example of other 
nations should admonish us to watch 
carefully against its earliest indication. 


With these different religious views, 


the committee are of opinion that Con- 
gress cannot Interfere. It Is not the k- 
giihnaic province of the Legislature 1st 
determine what religion Is true, or what 
false. 
Our Gmcrume'ji is a civil, and 


not a. religious jjj.-amnfon. 
Our con- 


stitution recognizes r,\ every person Ihe 
right to chx;o,-,c his own :Hi,,i0n, ?jid 19 
enjoy it freely, without inoleslalion.-"*

Seven children gathered around the 


board of William lialleck; and though

'rheumatic fever laid one of the daugh- 
ters of William Halleck on the bed of 


, sickness ; yet she, too, like the rest of 


that huaible household, was industrious, 
.contented, and pious. She was" two 
year* older than Henry; and the mutu- 
al sense of iafirmity had knit the bonds 
-of a brother's and a sister's love most 
closely betireea them. 
When the in- 


valid first rose from the weary bed of 
pain, and went forth under the blue sky 
of spring, it was the strengthened arm 
of Henry that supported her; and when 
,the blind boy asked'of things that were 
shut up from none but him, it was the 
soft voice of Mary that answered his 
questions, and poured into his mind the 
delight of new ideas. It was Henry 
who sat by Mary's bedside in her hours 
of suffering, and ministered to her 
wants. He kaeW by her breathingwhen 
she slept, and remained still and silent 
in darkness till she woke. He knew by 
the very tones of her voice when she 
was better and when she was worse, 
and though he stole about her room with 
the bent head and outstretched hand of 
the blind, he seldom missed finding any 
thiny that Mary wanted. 
And it was 


'Mary who gave Henry that knowledge 
of the Being who made him, which was 
a bright light to his mind, and shed over 
his spirit a hope more gladdening than 
the sunshine which cheered all outward 
things. 


As soon as pain ceased to rack her 


joints, and strength was in a measure 
restored to her limbs, Mary was wont 
to arise and return thankfully to those 
employments in which alone she was 
permitted to assist the toils of her fam- 
ily. 
The first warm days of spring 


were to Henry days of rejoicing. -As 
soon as .he felt their -warm breath, he 
used to hasten into the house, crying 
with * loud voice, "Summer is coming, 
and Mary will get well!" To him the

We have just lived long enough 
to try your submission, but not Jong e- 
nough to be a heavy burden all your 
lives to you ; and now God has taken 
u» away just as we could have wished, 
together, and at the best of times to die 
—»he best for you—the best for us.— 
Sometimes it is hard to see why things 
should be as they are ; but this is an 
easy matter to understand. I am sure 
it is right, and I am happy 1" 


Henry Halleck never spoke again ; 


but bis last words had breathed comfort, 
in the hearts of his parents, which dwelt 
there enduiingly with his memory. 


He lingered till morning. 
The first 


red beam of that sun he had never seen, 
fell on his pale features and sightless 
eyes.

This was placed in the 
hands of the Sergeant-at-Arms, and e- 
rected by him at his right hand, when 
the House was in session, as being, also, 
an emblem-of authority — and laid aside, 
when in committee of the whole House. 


It happened, in these times, when in- 


novation was the order of the day, that 
an opinion was conceived, that this 
looked too much like Royalty, as they 
expressed it. A motion was therefore 
made to remove it ; much argument 
took place — but to uo effect: this, to- 
gether with the title of Esquire, must 
be banished, as incompatible with the 
plain simplicity of our Republican gov- 
ernment. They were, therefore, on ta- 
king the rote, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, consigned to seek their future 
subsistence in humble obscurity.

stitution, which regards the General 
government in no other light than that 
of a civil institution, wholly destitute 
of religious authority. 


What other nations call 


toleration, we call religious rights.— 
They are not exercised in virtue of gov- 
ernmental indulgence, but as rights, of 
which government cannot deprive any 
portion of citizens, however small. 
Despotic power may invade those 
rights, but justice still confirms them. 
Let the national legislature once per- 
form an act which involves the deci- 
sion of a religious controversy, and it 
will have passed its legitimate bounds. 
The precedent will then be established, 
and the foundation laid for that usurp- 
ation of the Divine prerogative in this i 
country, which has been the desolating- 
scourge to the fairest portions of the 
old world. 
Our constitution recogni- 


ses no other power than that of per- 
suasion, for enforcing religious observ- 
ances. Let the professors of Chris- 
tianity recommend their religion by 
deeds of benevolence—by Christian 
meekness—by lives of temperance and 
holiness. Let them combine their ef- 
forts to instruct the ignorant—to re- 
lieve the widow- and orphan—to pro- 
mulgate to the world the gospel of their 
Saviour, recommending its precepts 
by their habitual example: govern- 
ment M'ill find its legitimate object in 
protecting- them. It cannot oppose 
them, and they will not need its aid. 
Their moral influence will then do in- 
finitely more to advance the true inte- 
rests of religion, than any measures 
which they may call on Congress to 
enact. 


The petitioners do not complain of a- 


ny iniringemenl upon their own rights. 
They enjoy all that Christians ought to 
ask at the hand of any government— 
protection from all molestation in the 
exercise of their religious sentiments. 


Resolved, That the Committee be 


to give prominence and influence lo He- 
ligion, 
Every measure projected for 


extending its light and influence, is re- 
sisted as an entering wedge for priestly 
tyranny, or as an ecclesiastical mon- 
ster, which, if pertained to live and 
grow, will trample in the dust the con- 
sciences and liberties of the communi- 
ty. Ephesus is not alone in opposing 
the influence of Christianity, because it 
would endanger her unhallowed gain. 
It bus ever, and every whore, been a 
reason of offence, and a motive to op- 
position. Priestly ambition, stratagem

Let us reproach the British 


Government no more, until we correct 
our own errors. If the first day be ex- 
i'cepted, this evil will still exist as to the 
minority. 
It will, however, be dimin-

I design not, at this time, to enter on

1 now rest this matter is, that such is 
the belief of three-fourths of the Chris- 
tian population of the United States.— 
With the exception of a few compara- 
tively small sects, it is the universally 
professed belief of Christians in this 
country. 
What may be the opinions 


of members of Congress, f know not—• 
but the American community think so. 
To them, thcrefoie, it is an institution 
of Divine authority—and this is as cle- 
cicledh the opinion of the nation, as that 
Gen. Jackson should be the next Presi- 
dent—and Congress have no more right 
to violate their will in one case than in 
the other. It is a grievous usurpation 
to make the will of a very small mino- 
rity the law of the nation. The many 
are treated as the few ; and the) who 
numerically and comparatively consii- 
tute the nation, must have their opin-

Much is said of liberty of con- 


science—but is the conscience only of 
those who disregard the sanctity of the 
Sabbath, to be respected—and must 
their conscience be libei ated at the ex- 
pence of incomparably the greater part 
of the community, and in the manage- 
ment of a business, which is the com- 
mon interest and concern of the nation ? 


Congress, It is said, have no authority 


to enforce religious observances—we 
ask it not—all we ask is, that they will 
not authorise the violation of them.— 
The community claims the Sabbath as 
a holy day—let them have it undisturb 
ed by the regulations and pro-visions o 
law. Let not an institution of religion 
be positively profaned and resisted, un- 
der the pica that Government cannot 
enforce religion. 
It is alleged thai the 


Constitution does not authorise Con- 
gress to except the Sabbath from 
worldly employments; and that such 
measure would be contrary to its spirit, 
and the intention of its fravners. This 
allegation is refuted by the Constitu- 
tion itself, and by the spirit of its fra- 
mers—if that Constitution be an index 
of their feelings on this subject. Thev 
make an express exception in favor of 
Sunday, and in a case very eminent and 
important :—A law passed by both 
Houses of Congress, may be retained 
by the President for ten days, Sundays 
exce/jled. 
This, whatever the 


of the case may be, extends the time, 
by an express exception, in favor of 
Sunday, as n flay on which his conside; 
ration even of so important a national 
concern, should be excused. 
The case 


is a strong one, indicative of the spirit 
of the Constitution, and the intention 
of its framcrs. Thev designed 710 pe- 
culiar religious pri\ilexes to the Presi- 
dent. They thought that the conscien- 
ces of every citizen should be as unmo- 
lested as his. 
What the Constitution, 


and its framcrs, have dor.e for the Pre-

A measure which 
proposes a change in one,.of the admin- 
istrations of our Government, and in a 
case of general concern, and of consid- 
erable usage, -will not escape awakened 
attention. This is the rather lo be ex- 
pected, where the measure under con- 
sideration deeply involves conflicting 
interests. Such is the present ques- 
tion.

ther the seventh or the first day. If 
circumstances forbid the entire abroga- 
tion of this evil, reduce it as much as 
possible. 
If conscience must be aflect- 


ecl—let it be as little as may be—spare 
"the great majority of the nation" ; and 
do not oppress all, because you cannot 
liberate all. 


This principle is really, and by the 


acts of Congress, in actual operation, 
and continual practice, although it im- 
plies, what seems to be so much ab- 
horred—a decision on religions opinions. 
Congress suspend their o\vn business 
on the Lord's clay—and require the at- 
tendance of their members on the sev- 
enth day of the week. 
The Courts cie 


atecl by them, are held on the seventh, 
as on other days of the week, and re- 
quire the attendance of all concerned, 
suitors, witnesses, &c. without any ex- 
ception in favor of those who muy re- 
gard this as the Sabbath. 
In this, and 


in other like cases, the decision is as 
fully implied, as it would be by sus- 
pending the Mail on the first day.— 
Congress, in many instances, and by 
many acts, have made the decision from 
which, in this case, they seem to revolt. 
A verv numerous class of our citizens, 
including mare than one denomination, 
i'eel and declare themselves conscien- 
tiously opposed to war. 
They feel not 


themsehes at liberty either to serve in 
or support war ; but the authority of 
the nation has decided, that war is not 
inconsistent with Christianity, and con- 
sequently, when they think fit, declare 
and wage war, and compel those, who 
in conscience are opposed to it, to con- 
tribute at least their full share of the 
expence necessary to its prosecution. 
This, it will be said, is necessary to the 
defence of liberty. 
What—can you 


not altogether excuse the consciences 
of this comparative!) small portion of 
the community ? What is the amount 
they contribute, in comparison with 
the sacred principles of liberty ? And 
I may much rather ask, what is the pe- 
cuniary gain to the government, from 
the.profanation of the Sabbath, in com- 
parison with the moral influence which 
its sacred observance would exert on 
the community, and the additional 
strength it would impart to the pillars 
on which the temple of liberty rests— 
the virtue of the. citizens* 


We next offer some remarks on the 


Report of the Senate. 


It prepares the way for its subsequent 


argumentations, by depreciating the 
character and design of the Sabbath, 
universally considered. 
By them, it is 


recognized as "a respite from the ordi- 
nary vocations of life." 


There is not, in so far as -we know, a 


religious denomination in our country, 
who acknowledge a Sabbath, but as- 
sign to it an object and effect much 
mote sacred. It is its moral and reli- 
gious design, which they reckon of 
primary importance. If it be not em- 
ployed for the promotion of religious 
knowledge and feeling, and consecrated 
to the worship of God, they consider 
its special and most beneficial design 
overlooked. They all believe that this 
institution regards irian specially as a 
moral and accountable being, and not 
as a mere animal, nor even chiefly as a 
member of civil society. It is manifest; 
that the Divine benevolence did design, 
by this, to secure a rest for laboring a- 
riimals. and, for man, a rest from his 
worldly labors—bntemincntlv a season 
>f moral and religious improvement. 
And il is HI this respect, that H be- 
comes of essential use lo the nation,— 
Our government, il is confessed on ali 
hands, depends for its purity and per- 
petuity, on the moral and religious cha- 
ivtcier oi the citizens ; and, in the a<>- 
ence of thi.s, il cannot exist.

not provide even as well for "a day of 
respite," as Pagan nations have done— 
nor bear such testimony in favor of the 
duty and importance of the worship of 
Cod, as Pagan nations have.

however great a blessing to mankind 
the Sabbath may be, and however be- 
nign in its bearing on the individual, 
social, and civil interests of men,it shall 
not have their protection, nor their 
praise—but every man shall do asplea- 
selh him : And all this, though our 
country be Christian, and our legisla- 
tors the representatives of the nation, 
and "a great majority of that nation" 
believe that the first day of the week 
should be a day of sacred rest. 
. 


But the consciences and liberty of 


the minority, however small, must not 
be violated. 
Dues that minority op- 


pose the prayer of the petitioners ? I 
have never heard it—and I cannot sup- 
pose it. 
We have not understood that 


they, because they prefer the seventh 
day, beseech Congress not to protect 
the first. If they are pious and liberal, 
and believe the Sabbath to be a bles-

sing, they would say—we are willing to 
suffer some inconvenience, in this case, 
in favor of the consciences of the great 
majority ; if we cannot have our Sab- 
bath, let the Nation have one, and let 
morality and religion, the temporal and 
spiritual interests of man, have the in- 
fluence of one day sacied to holy rest 
and employments—the first rather than 
none ; the profanation of the first does 
not make the seventh any better to us; 
•we desire not the envious gratification 
of seeing others deprived of what we 
cannot enjoy; it will not aft'ect us very 
injuriously—it may do them and the 
community much good. 


No serious and zealous opposition do 


I apprehend, by pious observers of the 
seventh day. It i? from those who wish 
not lo feel the restraints of any sacred. 
day. 
And if Congress felt the spirit of 


the framers of the Constitution, they 
would, with them, say—let Sunday be 
excepted. They might say—we pretend 
not to decide which is the Sabbath— 
but a Sabbath is needful for the best 
interests of our nation—and a large ma- 
jority prefer the first day—and we ex- 
pect the peaceful acquiescence of the 
minority in this arrangement, required 
by prevailing opinion and the public 
good. 


But if Congress except Sunday from 


the transportation of the mail, where 
will the principle stop ? They must 
go on, and even forbid the winds to 
blow—and men must be laid under un- 
limited constraint ! A bold flourish ! 
Zeal has its hyperboles ! But did they 
know no better ? Did they not know, 
that works of necessity and mercy -vio- 
late not the Sabbath ? Did they not 
know that Christ inculcated and illus- 
trated this exception ? And here let 
it be distinctly remarked and, remem- 
bered, that this is the only violation of 
the Sabbath charged upon Christ and 
his disciples—and the only one which 
he ever defended. The quibble is too 
trifling to be presented to the Senate 
of the United States. It argues either 
ignorance of the law of the Sabbath, or 
a design to make a false impression.— 
All denominations of Christians ac- 
knowledge vrorks of necessity and mer- 
cy to be exceptions from this law. 


AH the subsequent reasonings go di- 


rectly to annihilate the Sabbath. 
If 


Government may. in ordinary cases, 
and habitually, violate it; and if, at its 
expence. the commercial, manufactur- 
ing and commercial interests may and 
must be cherished—every individual in 
society, in his own special pursuit, has 
the -same right. His business is lo him 
his earthly all. He may, if he thinks 
it for his gain, pursue it, and in such,
